. Ameans of adjusting pressure on the printing plate to obtain lighter or deeper 
impressions. Misalignment results in exaggerated light or dark patches. 


. A process of engraving in lines in recess on steel or copperplate. Pioneered by 
Perkins Bacon, the printers of the Penny Black, the world’s first stamp. 


. Stamps printed in reverse, by accident or design, also known as “mirror prints” 
because of their visual effect. 


Set-off. A form of reversed print, caused by laying a sheet of stamps on another printed 
sheet which has not dried completely, which results in a transfer of the design 
images to the gummed underside of the upper sheet in reverse. 


Xylography. The art of engraving on wood. Some stamps of Victoria, Australia, 1854-59, 


were true woodblocks, individually engraved to form a plate of 50 impressions.
